A © Dogs. 

In the Select Council, ata late meeting, Mr. Meredith 
duced an , calculated, more effectually 
than those now in existence, to secure our citizens a- 
gainst the dangers apprehended from dogs in the sum- 
mer season. It provides that after the first of July 
next, instead of the leather strap now ueed, all dogs 
shall be muzzled with a substantial wire basket, placed 
eo 28 effectually to enclose the mouth, and prevent 
snapping or biting. This muzzle is believed to be 
much easier for the animal than the strap now used, 
while at the same time it is more effectual. A dog 
with a strap is not prevented from biting, but with 
the wue basket, this will be impossible, as the whole 
mouth is enclosed. The apertures between the wires 
will enable hum to breathe and drink with as much fa.

Mr. Meredith, in supporting this ordinance, remark-

Among the items paid to printers, we notice in the 
report, that a Boston editor received in two years 
929,907 75, of which 613,444 50, were for wrepping 
payer end twine! The editor of the Globe, revcived 
from the department in less than two years, the sum 
of $21,640 9%. A printer in Louieville, in the same 
time, received @9,566 36, and many others equally 
large and extravagant, the object of which can scarce- 
ly be mistaken. 

In reference to the egents of the department, it ap. 
pears by the report, that an individual of New York, 
was employed three hundred and four days, during 
the year 1832, the period of the last Premdential elec. 
tion, at the rete of @5 50 per day, in travelling in New 
York and New England, on secret service. These and 
many other items of expenditure, which erem to have 
been wholly unnecessary, have completely sunk the 
immence resources of the department, and hence the 
diaclosures of the report are of the most starthng and 
astounding character. When Mr. M'Lean left the 
Pow Office, it had a surplus fund of 300,000 dollars 
it is now more than 800,000 dollars in deb', while the 
mail faciines have been but tnflingty mereased. 
Congress as yet, has taken no order on the report; 
but from the importance of the subject to the micrest« 
of the country, it will no doubt receive due consdera.
